The finding o£ the 
jury, after a lengthy deliberation, was 
that Graham aune to his death from 
wounds in the chest and head inflicted 
by Collector Cohee and Gaffney. 


The jury and about 50 persons at-

All witnesses testi- 
fied that Gaffney had fired from be- 
hind a pole farther, down the street: 
Corporal Russell and Trooper Rhodes
